for Conference on matters affecting Ireland—May 


Impose Many Conditions In Reply to English 


LONDON—(By Associated Press)—Belief that Eamonn de 


Valera, president of the "Irish republic," will accept Premier 
Lloyd-George's invitation to come to London for a conference 
roth the government and Premier Craig of Ulster' designed to 
bring about a settlement of the Irish problem, is expressed in the 
majority of reports reaching this city from Dublin, 


All reports agree that Mr. Lloyd-George's invitation caused a 


profound sensation in Dublin and that' the question -whether de 
Valera would accept was the subject of'universal speculation. 


Sources, predicting that de Valera will accept are generally 


agreed that he will probably attach various conditions to his ac- 
ceptance, one being that more binding guarantees than were con- 
tained in Lleyd-George's letter must be given regarding the safe 
conduct of certain of his colleagues whom de Valera may wish to 
have accompany him.

Opens at Toledo 


TOLEDO—(By Associated Press) 


—Increase In net *st«* of the order 
of more thsn seven-million'dollars 
and growth in menibecahip of more 
than fifteen thousand, were features 
of the annual 
reporJT of tie Loyal 


Order of Moose, read by James J. Da. 
vis, director general of the order and 
United States secretary of labor at 
the opening session of the convention 
here today. 


The year 1920-21 was characteriz- 


ed as one of the most difficult to fra- 
ternal organizations, hut in, spite of 
this, the report stated, the Loyal Or- 
der of Moose had experienced steady 
progress and one of the most pros- 
perous years in history. 


"A year ago," the report said, "we 


had 537,103 members. On January 
1, 1921, that membership had been 
increased to 622,713 in good stand- 
ing. 


"During the year requests were re- 


ceived for 105 charters for new lodg- 
es, making the total number now in 


operation 1667.

FIREWORKS TONIGHT 


SCIENTISTS promise an advance 4th of 
iJ July celebration 
tonight, should 
the 


Pons-Winnecke comet switch its tail against 
the earth in passing, as has been predicted. 
This periodic comet, which several weeks ago 
made its appearance in. the heavens, is sched- 
uled to pass on this date at its closest proxim- 
ity to the earth en route thru space. 


The comet itself is not visible to the nak- 


ed eye, but a meteor shower that is expected 
to accompany it, will be, according to Prof. E. S. 
Manson of the department of astronomy of 
the Ohio State University, who has been mak- 
ing observations of the body and its orbit thru 
the 
telescope of the McMillan 
observatory. 


Manson says the comet has a tail 2,000,000 
miles in length, that is coming into the direct 
path of the earth and will make its nearest ap- 
proach on this day. 


The visitor is shaped like a snake and is 


an amazingly swift flyer, traveling toward the 
earth at a speed of about 73,000 miles an hour, 
or 1,728,000 miles a day, scientists have esti- 
mated, and on June 27 is expected to reach a 
point in the skies about 2,000,000 miles from 
the earth. 


No serious consequences to the earth are 


expected to occur as a result of the swishing 
of Winnecke's tail against the bosom of the 
earth. The result of the contact, if there is 
one, will be merely a spectacular shower of 
meteorites in the sky sometime before mid- 
night, astronomers say 
These meteors will 


travel so swiftly thru space they will burn out 
before reaching this planet. A fine display of 
pyrotechnics, but harmless, will occur when 
the earth crosses the path of the comet, Prof. 
Manson states, between the 26th and 30th of 
June. 


These small meteors will be as harmless 


as the sparklers which the little boys and girls 
•will use on the 4th. This calm and serene 
view of the visit of comets has not always pre- 
vailed. Formerly, the appearance of a comet 
in any section.,, of the world 
was invariably 


looked upon as an omen of bad luck and pos- 
sible destruction of the earth. 
Those who 


were always taking the joy out of life ne^er 
overlooked the oppoitunity to link up any nat- 
ural catastrophe with the coming or going of a 
comet.

OHIO LEADS IN AUTOS. 
T 


OTAL revenue to be received by the state 
from the sale of automobile tags for the 


current year will reach approximately $7,000.- 
000, according to an estimate of State Regis- 
trar Alexander Snow, who incidentally adds 
that Ohio is leading all other states of the 
union in the number of vehicle registrations. 


The licensing department has passed the 


highest number of any previous year with over 
565,000 passenger car licenses. 
This is 30,- 


000 more than the entire issue of 1920. A total 
of 92,000 auto truck plates have been issued 
to date, which is 9,000 in excess of the whole 
number for 1920. 


It is estimated that the total number of 


passenger cars tp be registered this year will 
pass the 600,000 mark and that at least 100,- 
000 trucks will be licensed. In addition to this, 
there will be 3,500 dealers' tags, 4,000 electrics, 
24,000 motorcycles, 3,000 publicly owned cars,- 
4,500 trailers, 50,000 transfers and 40,000 du- 
plicates and certified copies issued. The exact 
amount of revenue will be between $6,700,000 
and $7.000,000. 


Thp Atwood bill, which compels all auto 


owners to have bills of sale at all times, be- 
comes effective on August 14, while the Hop- 
ley bill, which compels all applicants for ve- 
hicle licenses to file registrations in duplicate 
goes into effect' January 1, 1922. Then there 
is the Pence bill providing for proper lighting 
of automobiles and limits the use of spot lights, 
which goes into effect August 14, while the 
Burke bill limiting trucks with loads of ten 
tons, will be operative after September 7. 


HUGHES INTERPRETS AMERICAN 


IDEALS 


I 


T may or may not be significant that Sec- 


retary of State Hughes has followed the 


sensational address of Ambassador Harvey in 
London with a speech to his fellow-alumni of 
Brown University in Providence which accen- 
tuated American devotion to universal liberty. 
Secretary Hughes did not specifically repud- 
iate Ambassador Harvey's statement thajt we. 
embarked in the world war for self-protection, 
but he laid stress on our hatred of tyranny 
and our loyal desire to preserve the institu- 
tions of freedom as the ally of democratic peo- 
ples. 
-•"• 


We engaged in the war, said Mr. Hughes, 


with no imperialistic design or cunning pur- 
pose. Our men offered their lives because we 
"loved the institutions*of liberty and intended 
to maintain them, because we hated tyranny 
and the brutality and ruthlessness 
which 


found expressioR in the worship of force." 


Tho we are practical, we are a nation of 


high ideals. We are a mercantile, but not a 
mercenary nation. We glory in our liberty, 
our justice and our tolerance, and our fondest 
hope is that all the people, of all climes, may 
enjoy the .same freedom which affords us as 
individuals equality of happiness and oppor- 
tunity. The brave men who fought under the 
Stars and Stiipes on foreign soil were imbued 
with the noble and unselfish idea that they 
were living up to the highest American ideals 
and were preserving liberty for those who had 
it and gaining it for others who were slaves of 
autocracy- 


Secretary Hughes struck the keynote of 


American international policy with his asser- 
tion that "the only method of diplomacy which 
we know is that of candid discussion of the 
merits of problems," and "we have no suble- 
ties, no duplicity of meaning, 110 soft words to 
conceal a purpose of self-aggrandizement at 
others' expense." 


These were not Republican or Demo- 


cratic declarations, but frank interpretations 
of thoroly American ideals. They express the 
opinions which have been typically American 
since the foundation of the Republic.

T 


HE administration does not exaggerate 
the national danger which is threatened 


by the collapse of our exports. When indus- 
tries that have been producing billions of dol- 
lars of goods a year for foreign sale put up the 
shutters, the blow falls upon all the wage 
earners employed in them and all the domestic 
markets in which, they spend their earnings. 


It falls too upon the stupendous American 


shipping this nation has built up since the war 
began. It falls to a greater or lesser degree 
upon all the business and all the workers of 
the country. Export finance schemes for our 
producexs are not going to send and sell our 
goods abroad if their price is too high to get 
the business away from Hungry competitive 
bidders in foreign markets. Credits to foreign 
buyers with their eye ever on the main chances 
are not going to make them take our goods 
when they can get the goods from our rivals 
on just as easy credit terms and at better bar- 
gains. 


Exclusion of their surplus products by 


lofty tariff walls is hot going to make it easier 
for them to take our surplus products when 
the only -\\ay they have of making ultimate 
payment, credit or no credit, is with their own 
commodities. 


There is no denying that we need foreign 


credit arrangements. And we need advertis- 
ing of our goods in markets abroad. ~\Ve need 
all the push and drive we can put into our for- 
eign trade But, first of all, we need to get 
prices right. They defend upon labor costs at 
the American mill and factory, on labor costs 
in American rail transportation, on labor costs 
in American overseas navigation.

or any other alcoholic concoction (in- 
cluding various nostrums -which are 
practically disguised alcoholic bev.

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FIREWORKS TONIGHT 


- SCIENTISTS promise an advance 4th. of 


»5 July celebration tonight, 
should 
the 


Pons-Winnecke comet switch its tail against 
the earth in passing, as has been predicted. 
This periodic comet, which several weeks ago 
made its appearance in. the heavens, is sched- 
uled to pass on this date at its closest proxim- 
ity to the earth en route thru space. 


The comet itself is not visible to the nak- 


ed eye, but a meteor shower that is expected 
to accompany it, will be, according to Prof. B. S. 
Manson of the department of astronomy of 
the Ohio State University, who has been mak- 
ing observations of the body and its orbit thru 
the 
telescope of the McMillan observatory. 


Manson says the comet has a tail 2,000,000 
miles in length, that is coming into the direct 
path of the earth and will make its nearest ap- 
proach on this day. 


The visitor is shaped like a snake and is 


an amazingly swift flyer, traveling toward the 
earth at a speed of about 73,000 miles an hour, 
or 1,728,000 miles a day, scientists have esti- 
mated, and on June 27 is expected to reach a 
j 


point in the skies about 2.000,000 miles from \ 
the earth. 


No serious consequences to the earth are | 


expected to occur as a result of the swishing 
of Winnecke's tail against the bosom of the 
earth. 
The result of the contact, if there is 


one, 
will be merely a spectacular shower of 


meteorites in the sky sometime before mid- 
night, astronomers say. 
These meteors will 


travel so swiftly thru space they -nill burn out 
before reaching this planet. A fine display of 
pyrotechnics, but harmless, will occur when 
the earth crosses the path of the comet, Prof. 
Manson states, between the 26th and 30th of 
June. 


These small meteors will be as harmless 


as the sparklers which the little boys and girls 
"Rill use on the 4th. This calm and serene 
view of the visit of comets has not always pre- 
vailed. Formerly, the appearance of a comet 
In any section., of the world was invariably 


i looked upon as an omen of bad luck and pos- 


sible destruction of the earth. 
Those who 


were always taking the joy out of life never 
overlooked the opportunity to link up any nat- 
ural catastrophe with the coming or going of a 
comet.

OHIO LEADS IN AUTOS. 
T 


OTAL revenue to be received by the state 
from the sale of automobile tags for the 


current year will reach approximately $7,000.- 
000, according to an estimate of State Regis- 
trar Alexander Snow, who incidentally adds 
that Ohio is leading all other states of the 
union in the number of vehicle registrations. 


The licensing department has passed the 


highest number of any previous year with over 
565,000 passenger car licenses. This is 30,- 
000 more than the entire issue of 1920. A total 
of 92,000 auto truck plates have been issued 
to date, which is 9,000 in excess of the whole 
number for 1920. 


It is estimated that (he total number of 


passenger cars tp be registered this year will 
pass the 600,000 mark and that at least 100,- 
000 trucks will be licensed. In addition to this, 
there will be 3,500 dealers' tags, 4,000 electrics, 
24,000 motorcycles, 3,000 publicly owned cars,- 
4,500 trailers, 50,000 transfers and 40,000 du- 
plicates and certified copies issued. The exact 
amount of revenue will be between $6,700.000 
and $7,000,000. 


The Atwood bill, which compels all auto 


owners to have bills of sale at all times, be- 
comes effective on August 14, while the Hop- 
ley bill, which compels all applicants for ve- 
hicle licenses to file registrations in duplicate 
goes into effect'January 1, 1922. Then there 
Is the Pence bill providing for proper lighting 
of automobiles and limits the use of spot lights, 
which goes into effect, August 14, while the 
Burke bill limiting trucks with loads of ten 
tons, will be operative after September 7. 


HUGHES INTERPRETS AMERICAN 


IDEALS 


I 


T may or may not be significant that Sec- 


retary of State Hughes has followed the 


sensational address of Ambassador Harvey in 
London with a speech to his fellow-alumni of 
Brown University in Providence which accen- 
tuated American devotion to universal liberty. 
Secretary Hughes did not specifically repud- 
iate Ambassador Harvey's statement tha£ TVQ 
embarked in the world war for self-protection, 
but he laid stress on our hatred of tyranny 
and our loyal desire to preserve the institu- 
tions of freedom as the ally of democratic peo- 
ples. 
•** 


We engaged in the war, said Mr. Hughes, 


with no imperialistic design or cunning pur- 
pose. Our men offered their lives because we 
"loved the institutions-of liberty and intended 
to maintain them, because we hated tyranny 
and the brutality and ruthlessness which 
found expression in the worship of force." 


TJio we are practical, we are a nation of 


high ideals. We are a mercantile, but not a 
mercenary nation. We glory in our liberty, 
our justice and our tolerance, and our fondest 
hope is that ah" the people, of all climes, may 
enjoy the .same freedom which affords us as 
individuals equality of happiness and oppor- 
tunity. The brave men who fought under the 
Stars and Stripes on foreign soil were imbued 
with the noble and unselfish, idea that they 
were living up to the highest American ideals 
and were preserving liberty for those who had 
it and gaining it for others who were slaves of 
autocracy- 


Secretary Hughes struck the keynote of 


American international policy with his asser- 
tion that "the only method of diplomacy which 
we know is that of candid discussion of the 
merits of problems," and ''we have no suble- 
ties, no duplicity of meaning, no soft words to 
conceal a purpose of self-aggrandizement 
at 


others' expense.'' 


These were not Republican or Denio- 


cratic declarators, but frank interpretations 
of thoroly American ideals. They express the 
opinions which have been typically American 
since the foundation of the Republic.

EXPORTS ENDANGERED. 
r 
THE administration does not exaggerate 


the national danger which is threatened 


by the collapse of our exports. When indus- 
tries that have been producing billions of dol- 
lars of goods a year for foreign sale put up the 
shutters, the blow falls upon all the wage 
earners employed in them and all the domestic 
markets in which they spend their earnings. 


It falls too upon the stupendous American 


shipping this nation has built up since the war 
began. 
It falls to a greater or lesser degree 


upon all the business and all the workers of 
the country. Export finance schemes for our 
producers are not going to send and sell our 
goods abroad if their price is too high to get 
the business away from Hungry competitive 
bidders in foreign markets. Credits to foreign 
buyers with their eye ever on the main chances 
are not going to make them take our goods 
when they can get the goods from our rivals 
on just as easy credit terras and at better bar- 
gains. 


Exclusion of their surplus products by 


lofty tariff walls is hot going to make it easier 
for them to take our surplus products when 
the only \\ay they have of making ultimate 
payment, credit or no credit, is with their own 
commodities. 


There is no denying that we need foreign 


credit arrangements. 
And we need advertis- 


ing of our goods in markets abroad. We need 
all the push and drive we can put into our for- 
eign trade. But, first of all, we need (o get 
prices right. They depend upon labor costs at 
the American mill and factory, on labor costs 
in American rail transportation, on labor costb 
in American o-verseas navigation.
